US defense chiefs 
backed arming 
Syria rebels 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - De¬ 
fense Secretary Leon Panetta 
on Thursday admitted for the 
first time that the Pentagon 
had backed proposals to arm 
the Syrian opposition battling 
to oust President Bashar al- 
Assad. 

The idea was first floated 
by former secretary of state 
Hillary Clinton, who met pri¬ 
vately with David Petraeus, 
then CIA chief, in the sum¬ 
mer of 2012 as the fighting 
raged in Syria. 

They proposed vetting 
rebel groups and training 
fighters in a plan which they 
presented to the White 
House, according to the New 
York Times, citing adminis¬ 
tration officials. 

But the administration of 
President Barack Obama was 
worried about the risks of 
pouring more arms into the 
volatile conflict and rejected 
the idea, sticking instead to 
providing humanitarian assis¬ 
tance and non-lethal aid. 

Panetta and the chairman 


of the Joint Chiefs of Staff, 
Martin Dempsey, admitted 
under questioning in the Sen¬ 
ate Armed Services commit¬ 
tee that they had both 
supported the idea. 

"I would ask again, both of 
you, what I asked you last 
March when 7,500 citizens of 
Syria had been killed. It’s now 
up to 60,000. How many more 
have to die before you recom¬ 
mend military action?” Sena¬ 
tor John McCain asked them. 

’’And did you support the 
recommendation by then sec¬ 
retary of state Clinton and 
then head of CIA General Pe¬ 
traeus that we provide 
weapons to the resistance in 
Syria? Did you support that?” 

”We did,” replied Panetta. 
”We did,” added Dempsey. 

Panetta told AFP in an ex¬ 
clusive interview last week 
that Washington is increas¬ 
ingly concerned that the 
chaos in Syria may allow 
Hezbollah to obtain sophisti¬ 
cated weapons from the 
Damascus regime.

Obama urges humility amid 
Washington dysfunction 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
After a morning of scripture 
and piety, President Barack 
Obama on Thursday 
lamented that an annual Na¬ 
tional Prayer Breakfast had a 
"shelf life” measured in min¬ 
utes in poisoned US politics. 

Obama, headlining the an¬ 
nual multi-faith event, called 
on his fellow political leaders 
to show humility and to work 
together despite often fierce 
disagreements in the US cap¬ 
ital's partisan swamp. 

"This is now our fifth 
prayer breakfast... and it is al¬ 
ways just a wonderful event, 
but I do worry sometimes 
that as soon as we leave the 
prayer breakfast, everything 
we have been talking about... 
seems to be forgotten. 

"You would like to think 
the shelf life wasn't so short. 
I go back to the Oval Office 
and I start watching the cable 
news networks...," said 
Obama, who appeared reflec¬ 


tive and emotional during his 
speech at a Washington hotel. 

Obama used the example 
of the humility shown by his 
political heroes ex-president 
Abraham Lincoln and civil 
rights icon Martin Luther 
King to call on lawmakers to 
bridge divides despite sharp 
disagreements. 

"My hope is that humility, 
that carries over every day, 
every moment," Obama said. 

"Let me suggest that those 
of us with the most power 
and influence need to be the 
most humble," said Obama, 
who often bemoans the spite¬ 
ful US political discourse, 
even as his Republican foes 
brand him as a divisive fig¬ 
ure. 

The president spoke five 
days before he is due to de¬ 
liver his State of the Union 
Address next week, that will 
contain policy prescriptions 
likely to be opposed in full by 
Republicans.

Rajoy has resisted calls 
from the opposition Socialist 
Party and from angry street 
protestors to resign over the 
scandal. 

It came at a sensitive time 
for Spain as Rajoy's govern¬ 
ment imposes spending cuts 
and tax rises on Spaniards 
suffering in a recession. 

The allegations are based 
on account ledgers purport¬ 
edly written by the party's 
former treasurer Luis Barce- 
nas and published in leading 
centre-left newspaper El Pais 
a week ago. 

Rajoy, Barcenas and the 
party have denied the alleged 
secret payments and said the 
ledgers are false. 

Barcenas on Wednesday 
went before an anti-corrup¬ 
tion prosecutor investigating 
the affair. In that hearing 
Barcenas repeated his denial 
that the party kept secret ac¬ 
counts, Spanish media said.

Guatemalan arrested 
with $31,000 in 
stomach 



Dutch debate rights 
of three or more gay 
parents 


PANAMA CITY (AFP) - A 
Guatemalan woman was ar¬ 
rested at Panama’s interna¬ 
tional airport as she tried to 
enter the country with more 
than $31,000 in cash stashed 
inside her stomach, Panaman¬ 
ian police said Wednesday. 

The 44-year-old, whose 
identity was withheld, was ar¬ 
rested Monday after police 
conducted an X-ray of the 
woman who was exhibiting 


’’suspicious behavior,” accord¬ 
ing to the authorities. 

At least 39 different bundles 
that had been in her stomach 
were recovered by police, who 
estimated a total sum of 
$31,200. 

The detainee was expected 
to expel the remaining bundles 
at a hospital in Panama City, 
where the authorities will de¬ 
termine the final amount she 
was illegally carrying. 


Indonesian 
police 
arrest 
seven for 
baby 

trafficking 

JAKARTA (AFP) - Indonesian 
police said Thursday they had 
arrested seven women in¬ 
volved in an alleged child traf¬ 
ficking ring suspected of 
selling dozens of babies since 
the 1990s, some of them in 
Singapore. 

”We arrested seven women 
involved in buying and selling 
babies in early January in West 
Jakarta," city police 
spokesman Rikwanto told 
AFP. 

"They included midwives 
and we think there are more 
people involved. Based on in¬ 
terrogations, we believe this 
ring has been operating since 
the 90s.” 

Rikwanto, who goes by one 
name, said that police sus¬ 
pected babies plucked from 
Indonesian hospitals and given 
false identities were listed on 
the manifests of several flights 
to Singapore and were likely 
being sold there. 

”Our investigation has 
found that the women would 
buy the babies from poor 
mothers, promising financial 
incentives and telling them the 
babies would live better lives 
with wealthier families,” he 
said. 

The suspects bought the ba¬ 
bies for between $1,500 and 
$2,000 depending on their 
"beauty and health condition” 
and sold them for up to 
$8,250, with boys fetching 
higher prices, Rikwanto said. 

Police last month investi¬ 
gated an advertisement offer¬ 
ing two babies for sale at 
$1,000 each on the popular 
auction and shopping website 
Tokobagus .com. Rikwanto 
said the two investigations 
were not connected. 


AMSTERDAM (AFP) - "I 
think my friends are a little 
jealous, because I’ve got two 
mummies and two daddies and 
they’ve only got two parents,” 
says Simon, 6, squirming with 
his brother Joaquin, 3, on the 
knees of their four gay parents. 

While Britain and France in 
the last week plodded ahead 
with gay marriage draft legis¬ 
lation, the first country in the 
world to legalise same-sex 
unions, the Netherlands in 
2001, is already one step 
ahead. 

The Dutch justice ministry is 
about to commission a report 
examining the possibility of 
recognising three parents or 
more for one child, notably to 
protect so-called "pink” fami¬ 
lies. 

Legally speaking, while 
Simon and Joaquin have four 
parents — Joram, Guillermo, 
Karin and Evelien, all in their 
30s — only the two women 
have the right to call them¬ 
selves parents. 

The two men cannot take 
major medical decisions for the 
children, and if the men die the 
children do not have the usual 
inheritance rights. 

If the couples were to have a 
bust-up, Karin and Evelien 
would have the right to de¬ 
mand that Joram and 
Guillermo no longer play any 
role in the boys’ lives. 

Joram, Evelien, Guillermo 
and Karin were flatmates dur¬ 
ing their time as students in 
Amsterdam and the two cou¬ 
ples remained friends after¬ 
wards. 

When they wanted to have 
children, they decided to do it 
together, themselves rather 
than as two couples seeking 
adoption or a sperm donor. 

Evelien and Karin each gave 
birth to a child, one fathered by 
Joram and one by Guillermo, 
but the family doesn't want to 
reveal who are each child's bi¬ 


ological parents. 

"That's unimportant, what 
matters is that we're all four of 
us their parents and that we 
love them,” said Karin. 

The children spend the week 
with their mothers in the east¬ 
ern city of Amhem, where the 
two fathers come every Thurs¬ 
day to look after them. 

Weekends are spent as a 
family of six, often in Amster¬ 
dam, in Joram and Guillermo's 
flat. 

Holidays are also spent as a 
family, as are birthdays or par¬ 
ent-teacher meetings at 
Simon's school. 

Changing the law on parent¬ 
ing would not only benefit 
"pink” families, but also di¬ 
vorced parents who marry 
someone who takes on the role 
of parent,” said Green law¬ 
maker Liesbeth van Tongeren, 
who tabled a parliamentary 
motion after which the min¬ 
istry agreed to investigate. 

”We need to broaden the 
concept (of what is a family), 
no longer can you see parent¬ 
ing as a purely biological link 
or say that a child can only 
have two parents,” Van Ton¬ 
geren told AFP, saying there 
are between 20,000 and 25,000 
children living in "pink” fami¬ 
lies in the Netherlands. 

Junior Justice Minister Fred 
Teveen, however, said at a de¬ 
bate in parliament in October 
there were potentially many 
practical objections to chang¬ 
ing the law and that he would 
await the report's conclusions. 

Philip Tijsma, spokesman 
for the world's oldest gay rights 
group, COC, said: "You won't 
solve all the problems, there 
will always be conflicts.” 

"But in any case there will 
be some security for the child, 
because they'll know that their 
father or third mother can't just 
disappear from their life one 
day to the next,” he told AFP.

Alzheimer's cases to triple by 
2050: study 



WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Alzheimer’s disease cases in 
the US will nearly triple in the 
next 40 years, according to 
new projections that suggest 
there will be nearly 14 million 
sufferers by 2050. 

In 2010, there were just 4.7 


million people with 
Alzheimer’s disease in the 
United States. 

The researchers who 
made the projections attrib¬ 
ute the predicted increase to 
the high numbers of ’’baby 
boomers" — the especially 
large generation born after 
World War II — who are 
now reaching old age. 

More than half of those 
with the disease by 2050, 
some seven million people, 
will be 85 or older, the re¬ 
searchers said. 

The trend has been noted 
in the past, but the new 
study updates the figures, 
and highlights the need for 
doctors and others to get in 
gear in anticipation, said co¬ 
author Jennifer Weuve, from 
the Rush University Medical 
Center in Chicago. 

The high numbers of 
Alzheimer's sufferers "will 
place a huge burden on soci- 


ety, disabling more people 
who develop the disease, chal¬ 
lenging their caregivers, and 
straining medical and social 
safety nets," Weuve explained. 

"Our study draws attention 
to an urgent need for more re¬ 
search, treatments and preven¬ 
tive strategies to reduce this 
epidemic," she added. 

For the study, the authors 
analyzed nearly two decades 
of data from 10,802 African 
Americans and whites, aged 
65 and older, living in 
Chicago. 

Every three years from 1993 
to 2011, the study participants 
were interviewed and assessed 
for dementia, while taking into 
account age, race, and educa¬ 
tional level. 

The researchers also fac¬ 
tored in US death rates, educa¬ 
tion, and current and future 
population estimates from the 
US census bureau. 


Indian women dumped in field 
after sterilisations 


KOLKATA (AFP) - Scores of 
women were dumped uncon¬ 
scious in a field after a mass 
sterilisation in eastern India 
because there was no room in 
hospital for them to recuper¬ 
ate, medical officials said 
Thursday. 

The women had all under¬ 
gone surgical procedures at a 
hospital in the Malda district 
of West Bengal, around 360 
kilometres (220 miles) north 
of Kolkata, which officials ad¬ 
mitted was not equipped to ac¬ 
commodate such a large 
number of patients. 

The scandal came to light 
after news channel NDTV 
aired amateur footage of un¬ 
conscious women being car¬ 
ried out of the hospital 
Tuesday by men and then 
placed on open land. 


Local health officials ac¬ 
knowledged that the patients' 
treatment was unacceptable 
and promised an inquiry. 

"Over 100 women, mostly 
poor, came to the camp for the 
surgery. Immediately after the 
procedure, the doctors asked 
the helpers to move each of 
them to the adjacent field," 
Biswa Ranjan Satpathi, West 
Bengal's director of health 
services, told AFP in Kolkata. 

"This is inhuman and we 
have ordered a probe into the 
incident," he added. 

Medical experts also voiced 
shock over conditions at the 
hospital, where four doctors 
carried out a total of 106 ster¬ 
ilisations in one day. 

Uday Roy, a health cam¬ 
paigner who was present at the 
sterilisation camp, said some 


of the women were shoved on 
rickshaws after surgery even 
though they were clearly in no 
fit state to make any kind of 
journey. 

"A woman sterilised in the 
hospital fell off the rickshaw 
on the way to her home and 
she had to be hospitalised with 
severe injuries," said Roy who 
works at Debalaya Trust, a 
voluntary organisation provid¬ 
ing free medical services. 

Unlike China, India has no 
laws limiting the number of 
children a family can have. 

However given its billion- 
plus population, local govern¬ 
ments often offer incentives 
such as cars and electrical 
goods to couples volunteering 
for sterilisation. 
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Mexican girl, 9, gives birth, 
authorities seek father 


GUADALAJARA (AFP)-A 
nine-year-old Mexican girl 
has given birth and authori¬ 
ties are looking for the pre¬ 
sumed father, who is 17, 
officials said Wednesday. 

The girl, identified as 
Dafne, gave birth by Ce¬ 
sarean section to a baby girl 
weighing 2.7 kilos (5.7 
pounds) and measuring 50 
centimeters (20 inches) on 
January 27 in a hospital in the 
western state of Jalisco. 

The girl was not seen by 
doctors during her pregnancy 
and was almost in labor when 
she arrived at the hospital, 
said Enrique Rabago, director 
of the Occidente General 
Hospital where the child gave 
birth in the town of Zapopan. 

"It is dismaying that a 
young girl became pregnant. 
You shouldn't be pregnant at 
this age," Rabago told a news 
conference. 

A C-section was carried 
out because it was safer for 
the mother and baby, he said. 
The two were released in 
good condition and they will 
have an extensive follow-up 
in the coming days due to the 
mother's age. 

The hospital notified the 
authorities of the birth. 

Sources in the Jalisco state 
prosecutor's office told AFP 
that the girl declared that she 
had consensual sex. 

The girl and the teenager 
were apparently a couple, the 
source said. The boy offered 
that the girl live with him 
when he found out she was 


pregnant, but she refused. 

But Jorge Villasenor, an of¬ 
ficial at the prosecutor's of¬ 
fice, described the encounter 
as a case of rape or child 
abuse. 

"We are looking for the 
young man to get his story 
because she does not under¬ 
stand what has happened. 
This is a rape or child sex 
abuse case," he said on Tues¬ 
day. 

Dafne's mother said the girl 
was eight when she became 
pregnant. 

A source close to the inves¬ 
tigation said Dafne comes 
from a large family in Ixt- 
lahuacan de los Membrillos, 
a humble village some 30 
kilometers (19 miles) from 
Guadalajara. 

Each year, 480,000 girls 
between the ages of 14 and 
18 give birth in Mexico, ac¬ 
cording to the health min¬ 
istry. 

"There are pregnancies 
among teenagers, but girls 
between 10 and 12 years old 
are exceptions and most of 
the time it is due to a rape," 
Doctor Antonio Flores Vil- 
lalon, a reproductive health 
specialist in Mexico City, 
told AFP. 

"Girls are still growing at 
that age. They are physically 
immature, and this puts them 
at higher risk," he said. "This 
is the case for all minors who 
are under 18, but when they 
are under 15, the risks in¬ 
crease."

According to Sievinger, be¬ 
cause Aruba is so small there 
is very limited areas where 
this type of structure could be 
erected, and that Urirama is 
where this has to go since on 
the other side of the island 
there is the airport where there 
is no space for a wind park. 


With respect to the financial 
savings, Sievinger indicated 
that if we are paying 0.38 
cents today for the production 
of every kilowat hour, with the 
second windpark, the cost of 
production will drop to 0.17 
cents. 

Sievinger attests that the 
government of Aruba is mak¬ 
ing this decision while taking 
all matters into account. Says 
he, the decision is being taken 
in proper balance with the gen¬ 
eral interest of the island of 
Aruba and is being carefully 
weighed. 

With respect to the health 
issue of citizens living in the 
area, he indicated that the 
United Nations has proven 
that there is no concrete evi¬ 
dence to show that this will af¬ 
fect anyone healthwise.

This 
is why contextual advertising 
is such a powerful tool.” 

The large stocks of ads at 
Google AdSense and Admob 
increase opportunities to pres¬ 
ent Yahoo! website users with 


marketing messages they will 
click on, generating revenue. 

"By adding Google to our 
list of world-class contextual 
ads partners, we'll be able to 
expand our network, which 
means we can serve users with 
ads that are even more mean¬ 
ingful,” Yahoo! said. 

"For our users, there won't 
be a noticeable difference in 
how or where ads appear.” 

The move comes amid turn¬ 
around efforts by Yahoo! chief 
executive Marissa Mayer, who 
was a high-level Google exec¬ 
utive before taking the Yahoo! 
helm in July. 

It also raised the possibility 
of Yahoo! turning to Google to 
power Internet searches at its 
website, once freed from its 
current deal to use Microsoft's 
Bing service. 

Yahoo! has been trying to 
reinvent itself since the once- 
flowering Internet search serv¬ 
ice found itself withering in 
Google's shadow.

NY Times making more from 
readers than advertising 


NEW YORK (AFP) - The 
New York Times Co. said 
Thursday that money from 
readers and subscribers over¬ 
took advertising revenues for 
the first time ever in 2012, as 
the media group reported a 
boost in profits. 

The company, which is at¬ 
tempting to navigate a shift 
from print to digital, said its 
fourth quarter profit more than 
tripled to $176.9 million, 
though most of that came from 
a $ 164 million gain on the sale 
of its stake in the online jobs 
website Indeed.com. 

Still, the company beat most 
forecasts with a profit amount¬ 
ing to 32 cents a share exclud¬ 
ing special items, and revenues 
increasing 5.2 percent to $575 


million in the period. 

For the full year, the group 
posted a profit of $ 133 million, 
compared with a loss of $39.7 
million in 2011. 

Mark Thompson, the former 
BBC chief who became presi¬ 
dent and chief executive at the 
Times last November, said 
progress was being made, not¬ 
ing that the number of digital 
subscribers grew 13 percent in 
the quarter to 668,000. 

The company said paid sub¬ 
scribers to The New York 
Times and the International 
Herald Tribune rose 13 percent 
to 640,000 as of the end of the 
fourth quarter. 

Its Boston Globe unit had 
28,000 paid subscribers, up 
eight percent over the the third 


quarter of 2012. 

For 2012, the company's cir¬ 
culation revenues rose to $954 
million, outstripping the $898 
million from advertising. 

The company ended the 
year with $955 million in cash 
and short-term investments. 

The Times began charging 
in March 2011 for full access 
to NYTimes.com and it 
launched a subscription-only 
website for the Boston Globe 
later that year. 

The group said circulation 
revenues are projected to in¬ 
crease in the mid-single digits 
in the first quarter of 2013 be¬ 
cause of digital subscription 
initiatives and from a rise in 
the newspaper's price in 2013's 
first quarter. 


George Lucas prepares to cash 

out Disney stock 


NEW YORK (AFP) - "Star 
Wars" creator George Fucas is 
preparing a possible sale of his 
$2.02 billion stake in Walt Dis¬ 
ney, according to a filing by the 
company Wednesday with US 
federal regulators. 

The document filed with the 
Securities and Exchange Com¬ 
mission aims to allow the po¬ 
tential sale of the 37.1 million 
Disney shares in Fucas's trust. 
But the move does not neces¬ 
sarily mean a sale will take 
place. 

The company has not indi¬ 
cated when it could sell the 
shares, nor how many it would 
sell, and the document said 
Disney could decide against 
selling any at all. 

"The selling security holder 
has not informed us, and we do 
not know, when or in what 
amounts the selling security 
holder may offer for sale the 
shares of common stock pur¬ 
suant to this offering," it added. 

"The selling security holder 
may choose not to sell any of 
the shares offered by this 
prospectus." 
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Disney paid Fucas partly in 
shares when it purchased his 
FucasFilm Ftd last year for 
$4.05 billion. 

The transaction paved the 
way for Disney to plan a new 
trilogy in the wildly popular 


Star Wars sci-fi saga, which 
has raked in an estimated $4.4 
billion since 1977. 

Three new films are ex¬ 
pected to come out every two 
to three years starting in 2015.

Greenlight sues Apple, 
with eye on cash pile 


NEW YORK (AFP) - US 
hedge fund Greenlight Capital 
Thursday filed suit against 
Apple as it boosted pressure on 
the tech giant to unleash to 
shareholders the value of its 
huge capital stockpile. 

Greenlight sued the maker 
of iPhones and iPads to block 
a shareholder vote that in¬ 
cludes a proposal, supported 
by management, to make it im¬ 
possible for the Apple board to 
decide to issue preferred stock. 

The hedge fund alleged that 
Apple violated US securities 
policies by "bundling" the pro¬ 
posal on preferred stock with 
two other shareholder-friendly 
measures. 

Doing so forces sharehold¬ 
ers to accept or reject all three 
measures together, rather than 
separately, which Greenlight 
says violates a Securities and 
Exchange Commission rule. 

More broadly, Greenlight 
argues that eliminating Apple's 
power to issue preferred shares 
would restrict Apple's ability 
to return value to shareholders. 

"Like many other sharehold¬ 
ers, Greenlight is dissatisfied 
with Apple's capital allocation 
strategy," Greenlight founder 


David Einhom wrote in a letter 
to Apple shareholders. 

"The combination of 
Apple's low (and shrinking) 
price-to-eamings multiple and 
$137 billion (and growing) 
hoard of cash on the balance 
sheet supports Greenlight's 
contention that Apple has an 
obligation to examine all op¬ 
tions to create and unlock ad¬ 
ditional value," Einhom said. 

Greenlight is seeking to 
build support for its proposal 
that Apple issue a "perpetual 
preferred stock" that could 
carry, in Einhom's suggestion, 
a four percent dividend, allow¬ 
ing shareholders to better share 
in its idle cash pile. 

Such a "more shareholder- 
friendly capital allocation pol¬ 
icy," Einhorn said in the letter, 
"would unlock hundreds of 
dollars of value per share." 

Greenlight said it has held 
discussions with Apple, but the 
company rejected the proposal 
"outright" in September 2012. 

Apple did not immediately 
respond to a request for com¬ 
ment. 

Apply shares were up more 
than one percent at $459.50 in 
midday trade Thursday.

Court Judge James Brandlin 
said Brown must appear in 
court again on April 5, and or¬ 
dered him to contact his pro¬ 
bation officer within 48 hours, 
following the prosecution alle¬ 
gations this week. 

The R&B singer was sen¬ 
tenced to five years of proba¬ 
tion, a year-long domestic 
violence program and 180 
days of community service 
after assaulting Rihanna on the 
eve of the 2009 Grammys. 

A photo of Rihanna's 
bruised face triggered shock 
and anger at the singer. Al¬ 
though he remains on proba¬ 
tion, Brown had been 
repeatedly praised by the 
judge for complying with the 
terms of his sentence. 

But in court papers filed 
Tuesday, prosecutors claimed 
that the singer had failed to 
complete the community labor 


as ordered, and was in fact 
elsewhere on some of the 
dates he claimed to be carrying 
out his sentence. 

Deputy District Attorney 
Mary Murray cited ’’signifi¬ 
cant discrepancies” and 
’’sloppy documentation” in re¬ 
ports about the 23-year-old's 
reported community labor 
work in his native Virginia.

SEPANG (AFP) - Spain’s Dani 
Pedrosa remained the fastest 
rider on the final day of the 
first pre-season MotoGP test¬ 
ing at Malaysia's Sepang cir¬ 
cuit on Thursday, but times 
stayed extremely close. 

Honda's Pedrosa had led the 
pack on Tuesday and Wednes¬ 
day, and on Thursday he again 
edged out his countryman and 
Yamaha rival Jorge Lorenzo. 

While lap times improved 
across the board on a sunny 
final day, Honda's MotoGP 
rookie Marc Marquez suffered 
his first MotoGP fall this year 
during early testing but walked 
away unscathed. 

Nine-times world champion 
Valentino Rossi was third 
while Marquez, a former 
125cc world champion and 
reigning Moto2 title holder, 
took fourth. 

Unlike the first two days of 
cloudy skies and rain late 
Wednesday, the final test day 
saw sunshine and dry track 
which let the riders push their 
bikes. 

On the last day, the gap be¬ 
tween Pedrosa's 2 minutes 
00.100 seconds and Lorenzo's 
best effort was just 0.329 sec¬ 
onds. 



Returning Yamaha star 
Valentino Rossi of Italy kept 
himself in the top group again 
with third, 0.442 seconds off 
the pace. 

Marquez, who is preparing 
for his first season in MotoGP, 
was fourth and 0.536 seconds 
clear of his Honda team-mate 
Pedrosa. 

Pedrosa said he was confi¬ 
dent with the performance of 
his Honda but insisted there 
was still work to be done on its 
shock absorbers and clutch, 
which were a problem last sea¬ 
son. 

Pedrosa, 27, is in the hunt 
for his first MotoGP champi¬ 
onship. He has finished Mo¬ 
toGP title runner-up on three 
occasions since his 2006 
debut. 

Marquez expressed pleas¬ 
ure at his performance. "I am 
happy. I have been consistent 
every day. I hope to continue 
like that," he told reporters. 

Lorenzo said he would 
focus more on the bike's accel¬ 
eration and traction during the 
next test. 

Rossi said he no longer had 
doubts about returning to com- 
petitve MotoGP racing after 


three hard days of testing, and 
hinted he was eyeing a podium 
finish from the first race of the 


season. 

British rider Cal Crutchlow 
on a Yamaha was 0.634 sec¬ 
onds off the pace at fifth. 

The Ducatis of Nicky Hay¬ 
den and Andrea Dovizioso stood 
at ninth and tenth rankings. 

The second test session will 
be at Sepang from February 26 
to 28, while the third will be in 
Jerez from March 23 to 25. 

The opening round of the 
MotoGP world championship 
will be in Qatar under flood¬ 
lights on April 7.

NFL: Vikings star rusher 
Peterson undergoes surgery 


MINNEAPOLIS (AFP) - Minnesota Vikings running back 
Adrian Peterson underwent successful hernia surgery 
on Thursday to repair a torn abdominal muscle, the Na¬ 
tional Football League team announced. "We expect a 
speedy recovery with no long-term concerns," the 
Vikings said in a statement following the operation by 
William Meyers in Philadelphia. Peterson ran 348 times 
for 2,097 yards and 12 touchdowns last season, falling 
just shy of the NFL one-season record of 2,105 rushing 
yards established by Eric Dickerson in 1984. And Peter¬ 
son, who also made 40 catches for 217 yards, sparked 
the Vikings into the NFL playoffs only one season after 
suffering torn knee ligaments. Minnesota was ousted by 
Green Bay in the opening round of the post-season be¬ 
fore the Baltimore Ravens went on to win Super Bowl 47 
last Sunday, with a thrilling 34-31 victory over the San 
Francisco 49ers.
